maintenance posts. 

William Woolworth, director of 
curriculum, said the reserve fund 
will sink to a substandard low. 
Even with the 12-cent tax rate 
increase, reserves will drop 
$82,157. This emergency fund

Church Council 
Sets Christian 


Education Classes 


Beginning next September, 
weekday Christian education 
classes will be offered fifth and 
sixth graders from 3:20 to 4:30 
p.m. one day a week, the Board 
of Directors of the Berkeley-Al- 
bany Council of Churches has de- 
cided. 

Classes will be organized on 
an area basis so children from 
more than one school may at- 
tend, with children going to 
churches near the schools for the 
classes. Minimum and maximum 
enrollment for the classes will 
be established, with regis tions 
being accepted on a first-come 
basis. 

The emphasis in these classes 
will be upon a positive introduct- 
ory study of the Bible presenting 
the historical background out of 
which the various writings came, 
why the particular passages or 
books were written, and what 
the authors were trying to com- 
municate. This will require es- 
pecially well-qualified teachers 
with both demonstrated ability 
and sufficient Christian back- 
ground to teach in the field of 
religion. 

These weekday religious 
classes this coming school year 
will be a trial of the feasibility 
of after-school Christian classes 
by the Council of Churches, with 
emphasis upon the highest qual- 
ity of religious educational ex- 
perience for the students. It is 
anticipated that this program will 
be expanded in future years as 
experience indicates. 

The Board of Education of Al- 
bany Unified School District will 
consider this proposal at a mcet- 
ing September 11, when board 
members will once more discuss 
abandoning release time for 
education.
